Our first choice for the rear would 
be based upon track condition. The 
4.10 IRC tire did not raise many 
objections, but it did not "hook up" as 
quickly or controllably on hard, adobe 
surfaces ds did other tires we have 
ridden. There was more wheelspin and 
side-to-side lurch than either rider 
remembers with a—4.00 Metzeler. 
However, side by side comparison of 
the tires would be the only really fair 
test, along with lap times... Ed.

Trick Husky not magic 


Regarding Cycle News, #4, Feb. 2, 
1977, page 10, paragraph four: I will 
not argue the "trickness" of the new 
Husky Automatic . However, I will 
discuss the “newness” of it. It certainly 
isn't in the realm of ". . . completely 
new." Or, "... never seen anything 
like it in any other mechanism." The 
clutch is a sprag clutch, .as 
manufactured by various firms, (Borg- 
Warner and Formsprag, to name 
two). AiResearch uses a B-W one-way 
clutch in its starter system on the 
Boeing 747. Auxiliary Power Unit: 
GTCP 660-4. Automatic automobile 
transmissions use them, which is how 
Borg-Warner got into the act. In fact, 
B-W makes so many of them that the 
unit cost is very low, even for the 
aircraft application. The release speed 
is a black-art function of the sprag 
("bearing") shape, inter-sprag spring 
tensions, and inner and outer race 
diameters. 

The AiResearch caper was circa 
1970. Trick,-yep. Magic, nope. Let's 
not canonize the Husky engineers.

A major portion of the meeting was 
spent in a discussion and vote by the 
Class B members on code changes that 
will affect professional competition. 
The members voted to adopt rules and 
formulate changes that would provide 
for a commissioner of professional 
racing who would be responsible for 
all professional activities and would be 
directly responsible to the board of 
trustees. There would be various 
professional competition boards con- 
sisting of five members each who 
would be directly related. to. the spe- 
cific type of competition. These in- 
dividuals would be selected by the 
president from a field of nominees 
selected by the board of trustees. 


Those nominated would include . 


riders, promoters, technically trained 
individuals and those individuals with 
business experience in the specific 
competition field. The duly elected 
boards would be required to hold at 
least one meeting prior to the annual 
AMA board of trustees meeting in 
September. 

The right of a der to- appeal 
decisions affecting him by following 
the procedures outlined in the AMA 
rulebooks was retained. 

In a surprise move Monday, Feb. 
21, Joe Parkhurst resigned from the 
AMA board of trustees to become 
Racing Czar, and Pres. Rudolph 
appointed Roger Hull, publisher of 
Road Rider magazine, to fill the 
vacant seat. е 


Post-fire 
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jured in fire 
NORTH HOLLYWOOD, CA, FEB. 18 
Famed four-stroke tuner Hideo “Pops” Yoshi- 
mura, 55, was injured in a fire that gutted the 


dyno room and research and development sec- 
tion of Yoshimura R&D of America. He re- 


mained hospitalized at Riverside 
Hospital in North Hollywood with 
second-degreé burns on his forearms 
and legs, and first degree burns on his 
face. 

Yoshimura was injured while trying 
to extinguish the flames after gasoline 
fumes ignited in the dyno room, The 
blaze started as Yoshimura began to 
dyno-test one of the 1,000cc Kawasaki 
road racing engines he was preparing 
for the Superbike Production race at 
Daytona. 

Yoshimura remained hospitalized 
four days after the fire. According to 
Fujio Yoshimura, (Pops’ son), Pops 
would be released within a week. 

The parts warehouse and. shipping 
section of the company was not 
damaged in the blaze. According to 
Fujio Yoshimura, day to day business 
will not be significantly altered as a 
result of the fire. 

In the fire aftermath, spent fire 
extinguishers and a garden hose used 
by the staff. were the only bright 
objects inthe burned and blackened 
building, one of two units occupied by 
Yoshimura R&D. It created a sad 
contrast to the hubbub of activity 
usually generated by Pops and his two 
Japanese assistants. 

Besides the loss of the building, 





tools, cam grinder, dyno, and 
machine' tools, all of which were 
insured, the greatest blow was the 
damage- done to the Yoshimura 
Superbike Production Racing effort. 

Just February 13, Wes Cooley, Jr. 
rode the Yoshimura R&D Kawasaki Z- 
1 to a convincing victory over Cook 
Neilson and Reg Pridmore at Ontario. 
With the handling finally sorted out, 
the 130-horsepower Kawasaki, ridden 
by Cooley, had to be the odds-on 
favorite to win the Superbike 
Production class at Daytona this year. 
Although the frame was saved in its 
original state, the potent engine 
burned on the dyno. 

. According to Fujio Yoshimura, 
parts salvaged from the interior of the 
melted-case engine and two charred 
spares will be assembled for Daytona. 
The work will be done in shop space 
loaned to the Yoshimura mechanics by 
Kazuo Yoshima, another Japanese 
super-tuner. 

"Naturally," said Fujio Yoshimura, 
"there may be some delay, but we are 
proceeding ahead and will make 
immediate arrangements to continue 
building engines for our customers. 
We are confident that we will have 
everything under control and back to 
normal in several weeks." e

“Hey, I'm not saying that winning my second 
consecutive Winter- AMA class title isn't nice, 


^but I’m after more than that. I won't be satis- 


fied until I sweep both motos at Orlando next 


week. Гуе got something to 
prove . ... that a stock bike, like any 
privateer can buy straight from a 
shop, can win. My Yamaha is a 
production model with only personal 
riding changes made like handlebars 
and footpegs, and if I can show the 
privateer that it can be’done, then so 
much the better. You know, I haven't 
even run the bike full bore yet. I 
wonder what it would do if I had 
someone to really push me. l've got 
enough faith in this bike that I may 
keep on using it for awhile even 
though I've got two other (last year's 
refurbished works mount and a new 
works bike) bikes to choose from when 
the stadium events roll around." 

Bob Hannah had just put his Keith 
McCarty-tuned Yamaha YZ250 
through the paces at Super Sports 
Promotion's Gatorback Park event to 
sweep his third consecutive 250cc class 
victory. He was bolstered by the fact 





that everything seems to be going his 
way: better, more consistent starts, 
smoother, more fluid riding and an 
even more aggressive style than last 
year. 


250cc: Another Hurricane 
haul-a-day 

Jimmy Ellis led off the first of the 
250cc class motos with a holeshot that 
put him at the front of the pack on the 
rough, whoop-de-doo covered 
Gatorback track. Ellis held his lead for 
five laps before Hannah, who had 
been caught in traffic, blasted past 
and set about opening up a lead. 
Suzuki's Tony DiStefano was the next 
one to pass the faltering Can-Am of 
Ellis, doing battle for a couple of laps 
and then closing the gap and passing 
on a slower back section of the track. 
Steve Stackable, another victim of 
traffic, was also on the move from a 
rear position to fourth before the moto

In fifth, and running a very 
aggressive race was John Savitski, who 
was sporting a “Team Bear” 
impromptu sticker on his front fender 
signifying that he was using Billy 
"Sugar Bear" Grossi's spare engine in 
place of his own, which was laid up 
with mechanical ills and no parts to fix 
it. 

Team Ossa teammates Greg 
Robertson and Marty Moates.ran a 
short-lived one-two in the opening lap 
of the second moto until Hannah 
gobbled them up one-two before the 
end of lap three. The action settled 
down by the halfway point with 
Hannah increasing his lead while 
DiStefano rode gamely to decrease it. 
Further back, Steve Stackable and his 
Maico worked on the same close-the- 
gap tactics while a group containing 
Roger Brown, Mark 
Robillard, Savitski, Tony Summey 
and Mickey Kessler fought. wheel to 
wheel. Jimmy Ellis, playing no 
favorites, sliced his way through the 
pack to take fourth with Savitski fifth 
and Marty Moates regaining his 
momentum to capture sixth. Hannah, 
DiStefano, Stackable, Ellis and 
Savitski- took the top five placings 
overall. 


125cc: LaPorte pops the cork 
while Glover fumes 

The best race of the day pitted the 
one-two-five stars of the Suzuki 
(Danny LaPorte) and Yamaha (Broc 
Glover) factories in a head to head, 
and handlebar to 
handlebar duel ‘that riveted the 
Gatorback crowd's attention to the 
track in that class’ second moto. The 
dogfight, started off with Glover 
opening a quick gap on the rest of the 
field while LaPorte came ‘hustling 


through the field like a rocket, ran for 
the last 12 laps of the 16-lap event as 
the pair engaged in battle over every 
inch of the track. Glover held off 
repeated charges by LaPorte until 
halfway when LaPorte got past for 
good. LaPorte frustrated -Glover's 
every move by shutting the door on his 
charges and using traffic and the 
tactic of braking early going into a 
corner and getting on the gas quickly 
coming out to superb advantage. The 
after race conversation (separate) was 
like night and day. 

LaPorte: “Once I got out in front, I 
knew all.I had to do was hold position 
and thats what I did. I was even 
cooling it a little because the engine 
tightened up twice." 

Glover: "He (LaPorte) messed up 
my head in the last moto by hitting the 
brakes everytime we: got close in the 
turns. I thought I was going to crash 
into him a number of times. He used 
to do that when we raced in 
California. I guess I should have been 
ready. Being penalized a lap in the 
first moto didn't help my mind either. 
Heck a rider behind on the starting 
line ran into me and shoved me 
forward enough to push my front 
wheel out of the ditch so I grabbed the 
brake hard just as they started the 
moto which put me last. To top things 
off, I then got penalized a lap for 
supposedly jumping the start. It hasn't 
been my day." 


It may not have been Broc's day, 
but his two race performance in 
coming from last in the first moto to 
second and his tooth and nail fight in 
the second moto were damn good by 
any standards. As Yamaha racing 


manager Ken Clark told Glover: “This 


is just practice, we're just warming up.

Open: Lumberjack Rick beats 
the Bear 


As with the 125 and 250cc classes, 
the Open class was also a clean sweep 
moto win for a factory contracted 
rider. In this case it was Yamaha's 
Rick Burgett who put together his 
second overall of the series. 

Don "Killer" Kudalski, with a big 
handful of throttle and a crash 'em, 
bash 'em style, blasted his way to the 
front of the pack in the first moto 
leaving the field strung out behind. 
Quickly, Burgett, who had been 
telling people s, I think I'd like to 
win today," closed the gap on Kudalski 
and then passed for the.lead with 
Killer tailing on behind and not letting 
Burgett pull too far away. 

Billy Grossi came up to join the fight 
and just as quickly slipped to the back 
of the pack. "It was a dumb crash. 
The brake adjuster had backed off 
and when I came up over the jump 
near the mechanics’ area I was going 
to stop to have it adjusted. Somehow 1 
bashed into the banking and the bike 
kept going across the track and out 
into the field. I guess it looked a bit 
funny to see me chasing after it. That 
fiasco ended my chances for a win in 
the first moto although I pushed hard 
and finished fourth." 

While Grossi was working his way 
back up, Jeff Jennings was riding a 
solid third with Joey Gratton right 
behind. Kudalski didn't let up his 
pressure, but slipped back leaving 
Burgett comfortable breathing r 
imade even more so by Don's stalling 
out in a slow sandy section late in the 

oto. Lapped riders didn't help 


IK udalski's disposition any either. 


Billy Grossi didn't wait around for 
anyone in the second moto, but 
Burgett was having. none of that and 
closed the gap in two quick laps. The 
battle was on with the duo going wheel 
to wheel for three laps while Burgett's 
tuner Larry Carpenter was having fits 
and flashing pit signs saying "Overall 
OK" and "THINK." Rick apparently 
took the advice to heart although 
Carpenter could be seen with a finger 
tapping his head as he displayed the 
pit board (“A subtle hint.") on every 
lap from there on. Grossi slowed and 
then picked up the pace again near the 
end. 

On the opening lap, Don Kudalski 
looked like he was out to pick himself 
up another top finish, but his plans 
came to a shocking halt. Or rather hs 
shocks did as they froze solid 
somewhere during the first lap. Killer 
luck again. Jeff Jennings kept on his 
hard work shadowing Grossi for a 
number of laps on his way to third and 
third overall behind Burgett and 
Grossi. 

Headlights would have been 
appropriate during the closing laps of 
the Open class since the checkers 
fluttered just minutes before 6:30 to 
the rapidly disappearing rays of the 
setting sun. 5

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uite often the shifting sands of market 
opportunity create the need for a motor- 
cycle that doesn't exist in the normal 


product line, but which can be created 
by combining existing off.shelf 
components with a few subtle 
modifications. The Spanish manu- 
* facturers (or their American distri- 
butors) had, in the past, taken this 
concept of "parts bin engineering" and 
elevated it to a high art. Remember 
the Bultaco El Tigre, created in 
America to satisfy our peculiar 
demand for a "street scrambler?" That 
one seems like a joke now, but the idea 
flourishes. Better examples are the 
Bultaco Alpina as a blend of 
‘enduro/trial, and’ the “T” Series" 
Montesa Cotas created in a similar 
vein, 


Today, the uniquely American 
demand for a desert racer as a 
specialized type has motivated the 


blend of parts labelled the Desert 


Phantom. The end object, as tested, 
acquitted itself as a credible desert 
denizen (with reservations), a 
satisfyingly quick trail scoot, and a 
mechanically sound starting point for 
a serious ISDT/desert enduro/Two 
Day Trial effort. 

The Desert Phantom. is an odd 
hodge-podge indeed. Take the shocks. 
The alloy-body GP KONIs enjoyed 
brief glamour as the trickest non-gas 
heat-dissipating shock money could 
buy, commanding $130 a pair in the 
retail aftermarket. From a commercial 
standpoint, their timing couldn't have

been worse, for they were immediately 
leapfrogged by the gas shock 
revolution. The fact that they now 
appear on the current Desert Phantom 
indicates that someone made Ossa an 
offer they couldn't refuse. The shocks 
are attached to a gusseted steel 
swingarm in a near-vertical moved-up 
position, yielding roughly seven. inches 
of effective rear travel. (Ossa retired 
the alloy swingarms across-the-board a 
year ago.) 


In the engine department, the 
Phantom motocross powerhead has 
been subtly detuned rather than re- 
engineered to bend it gently in the 
direction of a broader speed range. 
The gearbox rates as‘ “semi-wide” 
ratio, having lower first and second 
gear ratios than. the standard 
motocrosser, leaving third through 
fifth identical. The carburetor is a 
36mm Type 54 Bing, compared to 
38mm or larger MX units. Porting is 
described by shop mechanics as close 
to the stock Phantom, although the 
very latest Phantom GPs now have a 
larger exhaust port. Add a thicker 
head gasket, and you've about got it. 


The  welded-unit | downpipe 
incorporates a silencer, but models in 
current inventory still require a shop- 
installed kit (using a Super Trapp add- 
on) to meet California's stiff Green 
Stickie, registration regs. Later

shipments are expected to comply out 
of the box. 

In attention to details, the Desert 
Phantom is finished-out in a manner 
that is typically Spanish. Translated, 
that means really fine from a diehard 
enthusiasts point of view, provided 
you can live „with a few fixable 
idiosyncracies (like hard, slippery 
grips). 

For instance, they've pressed a pin 
into the right handlebar-end to 
positively locate the plastic twistgrip so 
it won't rotate. Theres a rugged 
tempered-alloy bash plate, wrapped 
under the downpipe, and the pipe 
itself has an angle-iron stiffener in its 
underside to prevent its being 
squashed if the bash plate should, on 
occasion, yield. There are wire-rope 
brush guards on both foot controls. 
These are generally effective, but on 
our test bike, the one on the shifter 
proved to be a little short, interfering 
with the Ossa's long-throw shifting, 
causing testers to miss shifts and only 
get half-engaged in gear at times. 


The rear brake lever is a really 
artful alloy forging, carried on a 
common pivot with a Bolger roller 
chain tensioner. A swingarm-mounted 
chain guide adds to coping with 
violent chain whip. During the test, the 
chain was allowed to wear repeatedly 
until it was slapping the swingarm, yet 
it never came off. It would take a 
direct hit with a substantial rock to 
cause any problems here. 

The airbox is a three-sided plastic 
molding incorporating number plates. 
Its rear closure is the front of a healthy 





fiberglas rear fender. Air enters from 
under the seat. The aircleaner element 
itself is paper, with an oiled-foam 
jacket. No hassles here, either. 

The tank is a three-gallon unit with 
fork clearance notches up front. Its 
capacity seems perfectly tailored to the 
50-to-75 mile desert loop. The gas cap 
has a tendency to drool. 


Tacked onto the. ubiquitous 
Motoplat solid-state electrical system is 
a rudimentary off-road lighting kit — 
a two-filament headlamp and a one- 
filament taillamp (no brake light). It 
proved adequate not only for guiding 
one's self home at moderate speeds, 
but also for retrieving lightless buddies 
from the evening shade. 


The Ossa powerhead rates high 
marks, as ever. It’s generally a one- 
kick starter, even when cold if one has 
been generous with the carb tickler. 
Part of the secret is Ossa’s long 
kickstarter, which is something of a 
tradition by now. It’s. been subtly 
recontoured and curved so as to be a 
little less vicious to the leg in a crash 
than it was of old. It looks awkward 
and feels awkward while you're 
swinging it out of its folded position, 
but it is meant to spin the engine at a 
prodigious rate. So prodigious, in fact, 
that even when limited to a half-kick 
by surrounding obstacles (in 
California, mostly rocks) it does the 
job. However, it does tend to do great 
bodily harm to the left footpeg when 
subjected to heavy kicking. After 
extended use, the mangled’ footpeg 
became hard to get a grip on.

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Once lit, the engine on our test bike 
acted a trifle blubbery until warmed 
up. Hockies Cycles had prepped the 
test bike with "better safe than sorry" 


jetting, making it rich in the low end, 


a condition often exaggerated by 
altitude. It fouled one plug during an 
afternoon of too-cautious tiddling in a 
boxed-in, rocky sandwash. Otherwise, 
the engine always came out from idle 
with moderate but not authoritative 
torque, then somewhere in the upper 
third of the rpm-band it would 
explode with wheel-churning, rock- 
spitting horsepower. 

Its power characteristics definitely 
lean more toward “motocross” than 
“enduro” — which is generally to the 
liking of ISDT types and desert racers 


alike. (The current package is pretty - 


close to what the American Ossa team 
riders campaigned in last year’s Two 


Day Qualifiers.) It is an engine that 


likes to be kept boiling, and when it’s 
on the pipe it complements (even 
helps) the rear suspension. 

The steering geometry also leans 
more’ to motocross than desert, 
making the Desert Phantom a quicker 
turner than the traditional California 
desert sled. It’s a willing, controllable 
slider for sweeping turns, but it also 
handles the square berm:turn well. If 
one is astute enough to be in the right 
gear, it will exit the pivot turn with a 
soul-satisfying spurt and boogie 
happily through the gears until top 
speed or the next turn is reached. 

Rating it as a potential competitor, 
a surveyed handful of seasoned desert 
riders rated it as quick, but not as fast 
as some other 250cc' machinery. The 
Desert Phantom comes to the starting 
line packing a five-speed gearbox in an 
increasingly six-speed world. This 
begins to show in its available speed 
range. Though it is essentially a multi- 
purpose combination of ingredients, it 
cannot automatically become 
Everybike without an assortment of 
countershaft sprockets. The stock 
gearing is a middle-of-the-road 
compromise. It reaches its limits in the 
low end where first is too tall for 
comfortable trail-picking in 12-15 
mph enduro sections. At speed, it taps 
out in top very quickly with the stock 
gearing, indicating it will pull two 
teeth higher at the countershaft where 
course and terrain demand it. If event 
organizers combine miles of flat-out 
lIakebed with a set of twisty rock-steppy 
canyons, don't expect the best of both 
worlds. 

Like a kind of hyper-tuned Pioneer, 
the Desert Phantom is mostly at home 
in the moderate to upper speed 
ranges, especially if the way is twisty 
and the surface a trifle cobby. Any 
place you can keep the throttle nailed 





it goes where you point it and whoops 
be damned. Roll off the throttle in the 
whoops and it's sideways and 
momentarily panic, quickly recovered 
after about the third bounce. In deep 
sand, that quick-turning capability 
gets paid for by a tendency to wiggle. 
Our solution — stay loose, keep the 
throttle dialed, and let her wiggle. It 
never did anything outrageous or 
dangerous. 

We managed to use up all of the 
effective travel (about 716 inches) on 
the Betor forks, and found their 
damping and compliance 
characteristics quite satisfactory. The 
seals stayed tight. At the rear, it's 
possible to beat the shocks into fading. 
After extended use, the alloy-body 
KONIs began to loosen up due to 
wear. They are rebuildable. 

The standard Pirellis had a little 
trouble hooking up with the generally 
dry, rocky soil in the desert habitat. 
What with the engine's sudden power 
delivery, we rounded off the rear 
knobs in short order. On killer uphills, 
the Desert Phantom (with these tires) 
demands conscientious trials-style 
weighting and unweighting of the rear 
wheel for best results — and woe 
betide anyone following close behind. 
Pointing and controllability under 
throttle are fine. 

On killer downhills, the, Desert 
Phantom handled itself quite well — 
both on the brakes and on the gas. 
Braking behavior, weight balance and 
steerability are all confidence- 
inspiring. Rear brake/wheel hop are 
minimal. 

Aside from the aforementioned 
smashed footpeg, the test Ossa showed 
a high degree of survivability in its 
intended desert habitat. Though the 
pipe bulges out on the lower left, it 
sustained little damage outside of a 
little slide-out scraping. The fiberglas 
fenders may eventually crack and 
break — especially in crashes — but 
ours didn’t. But then, we never 
endoed. Cables, levers and twistgrip 
remained well-guarded, clean and 
hassle-free throughout. Nearly all 
hardware is locknut-secured, and 
stayed tight. 

The front hub has steel rings 
embedded in the spoke-hole circle on 
both sides, to prevent the steel spokes 
from furrowing their way into the 
relatively soft aluminum. At the rear, 
the conical hub has meaty “ears” 
around each spoke insert. Rims are 
Akront lipless “yellow label.” Over 
several weekends of constant use, we 
did one spoke-tightening and two 
chain adjustments on the test bike. 

The fork triple clamps are made 
from identical forgings, upper and 
lower. There's a steering lock! There's

no toolkit, as the airbox fills the usual 
underseat niche. No battery, either — 
it's a spartan 207 pound off-roader 
and that’s all. 

Summing up the current Desert 
Phantom is like shooting at a moving 
target. As is common with most 
European enthusiast machinery,” the 
factory respects no model year 
distinctions, making changes in a 
progressive, evolutionary manner and 
cranking the result into inventory 
whenever the spirit moves them. (It's 
the kind of thing that would drive 
parts countermen crazy, if it weren't 
done in, such a. methodical, often 
predictable manner.) 

Our Ossa, as tested, was.a second- 
generation motorcycle in a third- 
generation world that is dominated by 
gas shocks and leading-axle forks. It 
can't be called a competitive out-of- 
the-box desert racer because the 
"winning formula" out of the 
specialized “SoCal shops has 
leapfrogged it. What is gratifying is 
thatit'sso close. — 

It manages.to straddle the gap 
between  playbike and serious 
competitor in our Southern California 
desert. Fit a speedometer and. it 
becomes a very credible enduro 
mount, family-style or deadly-serious. 
As a logical step up for the playbiker 
who's bored with playbikes, it's fine 
just as it is. 

Like we said, the Spanish product is 
a moving target. Even as you read this, 
expect the coming shipments of Desert 
Phantoms (and their cousins) to be 
different, updated in detail as to 
specified equipment, materials and 
finishes. That's how the Spaniards do 
it. e.

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Mass biker ‘‘roundups’’ in Southern 


California: 


Landowners and 
police harass land- 
less dirt riders 


By Lane Campbell 


Item: The weekend of January 16 a party of 
three, including an engineer and his son, rode 
up a heavily-beaten trail out of Elsinore, 
California. They rode for several minutes and 


came upon a four-wheel vehicle 
in the trail whose driver flagged 
them down. Thinking зае 


of it, they stopped to talk and 
learned to their surprise that they were 
under arrest. While waiting for a 
sheriff to come write a formal citation, 
they watched ranch guards like. the 
ones who had detained them round 
12 up, harass, and abuse several other 


bikers. They were told they were going 
to be made “an example of." 

Their arrest were so crude that they 
have retained a lawyer to plan defense. 
The judge who heard their 
preliminary promised a full 
investigation of the situation leading 
to their arrest, according to attorney 
Nick Bartlett, who is working on the 
case. 

Item: The weekend of January 30, a 


posse of up to 24 San Bernardino 
County Sheriffs and reserves began a 
two-day roundup of bikers in the 
Reche Canyon area, using horses, 
jeeps and a helicopter. This “news 
happening" motivated .a feature 
article in the San Bernardino Sun- 
Telegram after the first day's "crack- 
down" netted 12 citations. Four 
motorcyclists had resisted arrest. One 
expert rider led the posse a 12-mile 
chase before capture, and others 
registered their displeasure either 
vocally or physically. 

The Sheriffs spokesmen expressed 

(to the Sun- Telegram reporters) some 
sympathy for the bikers, who have no 
legal place to ride in the region; yet 
they were compelled to enforce the law 
in response to property owner 
complaints. 
Item: Around Hi Vista, east of 
Lancaster in the Mojave desert, the 
situation has eased since the "hot and 
heavy" days which climaxed with a 
shooting incident last year. Still, the 
"cold war" between roaming riders 
and a handful of local property owners 
continues. The Los Angeles Sheriffs 
department plays the "heavy" role, 
patrolling with a helicopter and off- 
road vehicles, citing riders for 
“trespassing” in the area nearly every 
weekend. 

Caught in the crossfire are the new 
owners of the Hi Vista Store, whose 





living depends almost entirely on the 


visiting dirt riders. The tiny 
community between the Tehachapi 
Mountains and the San Gabriels, is a 
virtual ghost town. The few buildings 
surrounding the little general 
store/restaurant/bar are run-down, 
vandalized, mostly empty. On the 
morning Cycle News visited the spot, 
the only things moying were a handful 
of dirt riders and a pair of Chicanos 
ratracing a battered Camaro along the 
barren checkerboard of dirt roads 
nearby. 

Only one family group is in a booth 
inside the store. The lady at the bar 
says usually there would be dozens of 
patrons, at this hour on Sunday. She is 
unwilling to talk against her bike- 
hating neighbors. “We have to live 
here, too. But without the riders, we 
might as well close up.” 

Riders report that one of the more 
rabidly anti-bike landholders. is| 
posting property other than his own as| 
being closed. Sure enough, the lands| 
east of the store along Avenue J have 
sprouted a forest of “No Trespassing, 
No Bikes, No Buggies, No Camping" 
signs. The Sheriffs Office advises tha 
the man is within his rights. He ha 
gone to the County Assessor's office, 
looked. up the other landholders 
names and addresses, and writte 
them for permission to do the posting: 

So. the busts continue, the wise 








bikers stay east of the San Bernardino 
County line (which lies about a mile 
beyond the end of the pavement of 
Avenue J extended), and the little 
store slowly starves for business. 

And deliver us from evil 

The common denominator in all 
this is increasing pressure against 
bikers riding on private land. It is not 
confined to the areas spotlighted here. 
Anywhere in Southern California that 
open land exists, there are bike tracks. 
When an average of one household in 
seven harbors a motorcycle, no 
neighborhood is immune to some form 
of trespass riding as youngsters (and 
many of their elders, as well) follow 
paths of least resistance searching for a 
convenient place to enjoy their dirt 
bikes. 

Motorcyclists cannot yet be 

concentrated, ghetto-ized and then 
moved away from like other 
unpopular minority groups. We’re-too 
diffuse, too much a part of 
mainstream America — so far. Yet 
just such hatreds are harbored toward 
us. It comes out loud and clear during 
public hearings on the location of state 
riding parks: “Bikers should have a 
place to ride, but in someone else's 
backyard, not mine." 
A connection will be drawn between 
riding pressure on private lands and 
the availability (or non-availability) of 
public riding areas, and it is a mixed 
blessing. When the first large OHV 
recreation site opens in Southern 
alifornia, be prepared for a sudden 
pressure for massive and wide-spread 
police crackdowns on free-roaming 
dirt riders throughout the region. 

This could quickly become 
ntolerable, especially if we assume 
hat the bikers are evenly distributed 
n neighborhoods throughout the 
prawling megalopolis. One rec-site 
an be expected to siphon off 200 to 
b00 family groups on any normal 

eekend. Organized competition 
raws 900 to 3,000 into the BLM- 
hdministered desert over 100 miles 
rom Los Angeles; and an equal 
umber to race events at nearby 
brivate cycle parks. 
As a very rough guess, up to 10,000 
beople might be camped or riding on 
BLM or U.S. Forest Service lands. 
еге does that leave the rest of the 
3,000-plus Green-Stickie registered 
ikers in the four-county region 
lurrounding Los Angeles? They're just 
Бе ones who've paid their $15, 
member. The number could be 
ouble that. 

This many people will not just go 
way. How much police power (and at 
|hat cost) will it take to drive them 
tally off the land? It is not the sort of 
sue that government authorities are 
ager to face squarely. Therefore, the 
olated incidents reported so-far are, 
essence, the tip of the iceberg. Each 
me large numbers of men and 
uipment are committed for a police 
ackdown, someone has to have made 

"cost-effectiveness" decision. Put 
imply, wherever mass busts have 
curred, the number of citizen (voter) 
bmplaints has justified the money 
bent on the operation. To be effective 
preserving riding opportunities, the 
ders must either reduce the number 
complaints or increase the cost of 
aking mass arrests. e.

source Inventory a 
model for California? 


By Dorde Woodruff 


A piece of work said to be unique by the con- 
sultants who wrote it is in the final stages. It 
includes a complete study of off-highway ve- 
hicle use, as well as the result of a survey of 
OHV areas and trails in the state. 


The study tries to be unbiased, 
including views of proponents and 
opponents. The agency "clearly 
recognizes that OHV [use] is a 
legitimate form of recreation and is 
making efforts to plan for its organized 
growth . . . Information is the key to 
planning." "Therefore the agency had 
acted, through the OHV Resource 
Inventory, to learn what areas are 
currently being used, and is studying 
needs of users. 

The study maintains that most users 
are trail [or dirt road] riders and that 
such use is the most compatible with 
other conflicting land use. 
Interestingly enough, last year I 
quizzed a world-famous, well- 
respected California botanist friend, 
Dr. Lyman Benson, on his opinion of 
motorcycle damage in California. He 
said, minimal, because it's 
channelized. In contrast, think of the 
hooves of herds of sheep or cattle, the 
real devastators of Western lands. 

The Utah report stresses the need of 
areas close to population centers for 
the “physical handling” of the 
vehicles, and states that abuse of the 
environment will continue as long as 
there is no place for riders to go. 

The consultants inventoried various 
categories of lands in the state with 
respect to their presént use and 
regulations, giving recommendations 
for each administering agency. For 
instance, Forest Service lands in Utah 
are generally rugged. Trail use is 
recommended, but enough trails. 


“The Forest Service’s inability to 
obtain money for 
OHV ... development has put the 
agency in a questionable position as to 
whether it recognizes OHV use-as a 
legitimate form of outdoor 
recreation . . . because of immediate 
access [closest public lands to most of 
the state's population] and terrain 
appeal [especially in the summer] the 
Forest Service is facing serious 
environmental problems and user 
conflicts . .. The forests throughout 
Utah lack...cycle trails... This 
strongly suggests the necessity for 
policy and budgeting to meet these 
needs." 

The UORA believes in what it calls 
implementation. "Implementation 
should begin the same day as research.” 
It also believes that the outdoor 
recreation planner and land manager 
can only learn to understand the needs 
and desires of the public they are 
serving by participating in the sport 
themselves with user. 

Accordingly, a few junkets during 
the 18 month study brought people 
together on bikes. | went on the last 
one, a ride on the old transcontinental 
railroad bed north of the Great Salt 
Lake, abandoned in 1942, and into 
the Raft River Mountains. 
Participants were from State Parks, 
the US Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 


. (an important funding agency), BLM, 


Forest Service, UORA, the Salt Lake 
Tribune, a Salt Lake TV station, and 
some Utah political units. Dan Green,

sheep have done in the rest. 


from the northern Utah Bear River 
Association of Governments is an 
active Sierra’ Clubber. At least two 
participants had seldom or never been 
on a bike. Rob Rasor came from the 
AMA. 

What is this report to non-Utahns? 
A model perhaps. For instance, the 
inventory recommends a working team 
— a small group of representatives 
from major outdoor recreation 
agencies in the state — Forest Service, 
Park Service, BLM, State Parks, 
Game and Fish, etc. Or, it may be 
helpful because it is a thorough study, 
an unslanted source of information on 
the true picture of off-highway vehicle 
use.

Talking to Barry Sheene between flights:

he 500cc World 

hampion is 
determined, fast... 
and wealthy

Great Britain’s flamboyant gift to world cham-. 


pionship roadracing, Barry Sheene, was on his 
way back from track testing in Japan. After a 
day spent catching up on jet lag and visiting, 


the globe-girdling 500cc ,World 
Champion was in the Long Beach 
Grand Prix offices talking about his 
sole U.S’ appearance and about his 
1977 prospects. . 

"I got a really good situation with 
the factory,” he says. “They're 
fantastic people. They listen, and if 
you ask them to do something, they 
will; and if they ask me to do 
something, they know I'll do it. It 
works both ways? 

“We needed something good for the 
big bike class in England last year, 
otherwise we were going to go under, 
as far as the MCN (Motor Cycle News) 
Championship: is concerned. So we 
came up with that thing (the 650) and 
it worked. It won first time out and it 
won every other time." 

(It was built in England?) 





"Yes, in my little workshop out in 
the country, in the sticks.” (Sheene 
has upwards of 10 people working for 
him, now. He heads a thriving T-shirt 
business as well as a race shop.) 

According to Sheene, Suzuki Japan 
has, indeed, built four works models 
based on that home-concocted 650 (an 
overbored, sleeved RG500), dubbed 
RG700s. Sheene will use two of them 
in 1977 Superbike Series races in 
England. He also has a 540cc which he 
built for the coming Anglo-American 
Match Races.’ 

Sheene was cagey about the- results 
of his just-completed Suzuki works 
track testing. The bikes, he said, were 

. improved — not’ very much 
speedwise, but made easier to work on 
and handle." The limited number of 








new RG500s, which will go to selected 
riders, are ". . . identical to my 500 
GP bike, right down to the hambone 
gripsIfavor .. ." 

What about all the flap over his 
1977 Suzuki contract? "Oh, there were 
lots of ultimatums and stuff like 
that..." Sheene admitted. At one 
time during the on-off negotiations, he 
had $225,000 worth of sponsorship 
lined up to run his own team. In the 
end, he said with little elaboration, he 
and Suzuki Great Britain did get 
together as the basis for Sheene's 
multi-sponsorship 1977 program. 
Suzuki GB essentially runs the team 
effort and owns the team bikes, 
drawing on principal backers Texaco 
and Forward Trust. Faberge has 
picked up sponsorship on Sheene for 
15 races in England. Not yet signed 
but likely are Marlboro and Mashe, 
the French jeans maker. What's it 
worth to Sheene in round numbers? 
He won't give a top figure, but said “If 
I fell off and got hurt in my first race, 
I'd still earn about $125,000 this 
year.” а ; 

The Suzuki GP team will be Sheene, 
Pat Hennen ("He goes bloody well, 
there's no two ways about it."), and 
new man Steve Parrish. The way the 
team is structured, ".. . each rider 
goes his own separate way. They do 
their own thing, but at the racetrack 
theyre all together . .. l've got my 
own two mechanics (including Don 
McKay, who's been with Sheene seven 
years) plus a factory mechanic, 
transporter, stuff like that. Pat's got 
his own thing, Steve's got 
his. ^. although Steve might come 
with me because this is the first year 
he's done GPs. He's on his own with 
one guy. It should work out OK.” 

The rider Sheene fears most? Still 











Roberts, more than Baker. And of his 
good friend Gary Nixon, Sheene says, 
“As far as I'm concerned, Nixon won 
іп Venezuela. . Nixon has two 
Yamahas (this year) — not new, but 
they will be when Erv (Kanemoto) gets 
through with them." 

His World Championship season 
will open at Venezuela, rather than 
Daytona for a number of reasons. 
Start money is just one, the other is the 
simple lack of a workable Formula 750 
ride. The RG500 is not suitable 
against 750s on the long tracks, not 
enough RG700s exist to qualify for the 
25-machine production requirement, 
and the 750cc Suzuki triples are just 
too slow. Sheene said he was offered 12 
million lire by the Imola 200 
organizers to race the weekend of the 
Long Beach GP (April 2-3). Whipping 
out a pocket calculator, he figures, 
"That's - almost . . . $14,000, maybe 
$16,000 counting expenses.". As he 
tells it, Sheene was unwilling to take 
their money "just to go slow on an old 
750" when the fans deserve a better 
show from Barry Sheene. 

There's considerable pride 
emanating at this point from Sheene, 
a seasoned, cunning racer who, like 
Gary Nixon, has learned to calculate 
his own worth pretty shrewdly. He's 
carrying his stainless steel leg pin (the 
memento from that late-1975 'crash 
that cost him that year's Formula 750 
championship — it's semi-tubular, 
almost two feet long) in his attache 
case wherever he goes. It's out of his 
body, but still a part of him, so to 
speak. 

This year, a renewed assault on the 
500cc World Championship is his. 
primary target, and Sheene is well 
satisfied with the pre-season 
preparations.

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Update elderly RMs 
to latest specs; make 


fast and trick faster 


and tricker

Suzuki’s RM series motocrossers have been a 
bombshell dropped right into the thick of the 
off-road racing battles. There’s no doubt about 
that. They have deservedly gained the reputa- 


tion as the finest stock 250. and 500 
class motocross bikes ever released 
from Japan. It was predicted that they 
would be flooding tracks across the 
country with a sea of yellow, and the 
predictions were right. 


The question now in some .racers 
minds, though, is how to make their 
RM that slight bit more competitive or 
comfortable to ride than the dozens of 
other RMs competing against them. 
There's more to it than that, of course. 
Most Europeans, and Japanese riders 
for that matter, race whatever the 
factory builds. Modification might 
extend to changing handlebar grips. 
Americans seem hell-bent for leather 


on customizing everything they own — 
adding that personal touch that will 
make their bike a little different or 


` better than the other guy's. From a 


practical standpoint, also, Suzuki has 
come so close to producing a full- 
fledged, out-of-the-crate Grand Prix 





bike that the temptation is strong to go 
those few steps further and refine it 
into something close to the ultimate 
trick Oriental racer.: We dealt with 
that temptation like we deal with most 
temptations — gave in to it. 

There were some things that were 
less than perfect about the standard 
RMs, things that didn't become 
obvious until you'd lived with the bike 
for a while. First off, the mid-stroke 
damping of the front forks could stand 
improvement. That 8.5 inches of 
travel got very busy and somewhat 
confused when braking into corners 
over stutterbumps, and when 
accelerating out of corners. Gil 
Vaillancourt at Works Performance 
has a $15 fork fix that has proven to do 
the job. It works like this: 

1. Remove the damping rods from 

the forks. 


2) Close up two of the four damping 
holes with welding rod. 





3) File the welds flush and round so 
the rod is smooth again. 

4) Reassemble the fork slider. (You'll 
need to put the fork cap on and 
the spring in to get a purchase for 
tightening the allen screws in the 
bottom. Rich Thorwaldson also 
makes a special tool that does this.) 

5) Put the wheel back on, being 
careful to line up the axle bush- 
ing and fork leg slots. 


6) Remove the springs and complete- 
ly compress the forks as far down 
as they'll go. 

7) Works Performance fills the forks 
with BelRay LT-200 fluid to ex- 
actly three inches from the top. 
If you can't get or can't afford Bel- 
Ray LT-200, Gil says that 10-wt. 
fork fluid or ATF works well. 


8) Clean and dry everything with 
lacquer thinner or solvent. The 
caps and threads must not be oily. 


9) Use red Loc-tite on the air fork 
caps (There are a couple of pro- 
prietary brands that fit RM forks. 
We used Goki.) when installing 
them for maximum reliability. 
This means the forks must be 
heated to remove the caps but 
they won't leak under the 350 psi 
of pressure generated by air forks 
under compression. 


The result is incredibly fine action 
from air- forks that really haven't 
leaked a month later. The front end 
was transformed from slight 
annoyance into pure pleasure at all 
speeds. 


The greatest visual difference 
between the RMs and the RN works 
Suzukis is the swingarm. It is tubular 
with one reinforcing brace on the RM 
and of fully enclosed box section 
construction on the RN. The former is 
chrome-moly steel; the latter is an

aluminum monocoque unit. We 
surmised that after four years on U.S. 
Team Suzuki, Rich Thorwaldson 
would know something about the 
handling of the yellow racers. He did 
and had already developed, after a lot 
of trial, test, and error, an aluminum 
swingarm for the RM series 250 and 
370. Rich bolts it up with the needle 
bearings found in the standard 
swingarm and some aluminum axle 
spacers that have the same outer 
diameter as the inner butt on the 


chain adjusting plates. They also keep 
the long Suzuki rear axle from 
bending or flexing: a problem 
encountered by some serious riders. 


Another problem encountered on 
the RM has been the elongation and 
eventual shearing of the rear sprocket 
bolts... Thorwaldson had sets’ of 
stainless steel sprocket bolts made up 
to replace the standard items which 
were just too soft. The whole swingarm 


and rear sprocket operation took 
about 30 minutes. The swingarm mod 
may be the single best expenditure of 
money on an RM if you're a semi- 
serious racer. The aluminum arm is 
much more rigid, makes the rear end 
feel more controllable and gives very 
positive feedback to the rider, 
especially at high speed where the 
standard swingarm may be flexing. 


We didn’t really feel the potent 
372cc engine needed any 
improvements but Thor had 
developed an expansion chamber that 
took away some of the RM's brutal low 
end power and moved it to the top 












end. It has the effect of extending the . 


fierce mid-range rush and overcoming 
the slight flattening of power 
encountered at the top of each gear. It 


was a pleasant surprise to find the RM 
easier to ride even though it was, of all 
things, faster. There was still much 


low.end — it just didn’t crack the bike 
sideways or loop it when you opened 
the throttle. It went forward — 
quickly. Thorwaldson also figured he 


could smooth out the entire 
powerband with a more flexible reed 
for the crankcase induction reed valve. 
As he put it, “The thinner the reed, 


the better the power transition, 
especially when the 250 came on. I 
tried a .014" thick reed but figured 


you'd have to replace it every month. 
A reed petal .017" thick worked about 
as well and should last indefinitely." 
[The reed petals are made of phenolic 
material. "1 had a bagful stamped 
ut,” he said. So far, all mods apply to 
both the 250 and 370 RMs. Final 
ultra-fine carb tuning on the RM calls 
for a Q6 needle jet, a 310 main jet and 
20 pilot jet in the Mikuni, and an FG6 
eedle with the spring slotted one 
otch down from the middle position. 
Buzuki has all the necessary. carb 
efinements available. They have 
ecently gone stone serious about 
production racing. Now; if they would 
bnly make the RM quieter . . . 











Suzuki got part way toward building 
a full-floating rear brake on the RM 
models. There's a mounting bracket 
on the frame of most bikes and a 
floating bushing in the rear brake 
backing plate. Cycle Products West 
has devised a full-floating rear brake 
stay arm that comes with a weld-on 


bracket in case your later serial 


number RM doesn't have the bracket. 
Does this mod stop rear wheel hop 
under heavy braking? You bet it does. 
This tendency wasn't that bad in the 
RM to start with. The full-floating 
rear brake reduces it to near zero: It's 
very confidence-inspiring. Why didn't 
they do it at the factory? The added 
stress could elongate the hole in.the 
tab of the light magnesium backing 
plate, putting it out of round or even 
cracking it. Check yours regularly if 
you go for the modification. 


- When the standard IRC tires on the 
RM370 got a little worn, it was a 
handling -plus to replace them with 
Metzelers for generally гу. hard 
Western tracks. Trelleborgs: or 
Barums should do it for those swell 
soft, loamy; muddy circuits of our 
dreams. Steering of the front end was 
improved with. the superior tire. 
Suzukis with Bridgestone knobbies 
seem to go just fine with the stock 


rubber. Some have it; some don't. 


If you stick your loosely clenched 
hands out in front of you with your 
eyes closed, you are likely to discover 
they end up 31-33 inches apart. That 
is obviously a natural place for them to 
be whén you're riding and racing. The 
RM's handlebars are 35 inchese wide. 
One inch came off each end. 

The standard Kayabas work: very 
well on the RM370 for about 15-20 
minutes under~_ competition 
conditions. It would be nice to bounce 
around on some dampers that worked 
very well for longer than that. Say, a 
minimum. of 45 minutes on up to a 
couple of hours. To that end, we 
prevailed on Curnutt, S&W, The 
Motocross Fox. Mulholland and Works 
Performance to make available a pair 
of their own shocks for the RM, with 
whatever they deemed to be 
appropriate springing. We're still. not 
really clear on why the Kayaba gas 
shocks do fade away on the 370, nor 
are some much better. qualified 
suspension engineers. The results of 
running the RM with the above- 
mentioned dampers (The only ones 
we're aware of besides Kayaba in 
nominal 15.25" lengths.) were 
revedled for all the motorcycling world 
to see some time back in The Great 
American Shock Test. 

Did. we have one ultra-fine 
handling, fast, tractable Suzuki-built 
motorcycle for racing around on dirty 
courses? You know it. Of course, the 
machine is probably beyond the 
capabilities of all but a handful of 
riders to use it fully but there is 
something indefinably swell about 
rocketing around Local Yokel 
Raceway on a machine that most 
Grand Prix riders would be delighted 
to have. For most of us, we're into a 
situation where you have no excuses in 
the machinery. About the only thing 
that will keep you out of the top three 
on an-RMod 370 is a flat tire or 
running out of pre-mix.

SRA Calico Enduro: 


Got those silty uphill, bottle 
neck, wish-l-had-horsepower 


blues

RANDSBURG, CA, FEB. 20 


About 800 people converged on Randsburg for 
the 1977 Sportsman Racing Association (SRA) 
Calico Enduro. It's unknown how many fin- 
ished the enduro with bikes, bodies, and ac- 


cessories in the same condition they 
started in, but the enduro trail was 
littered with bashed-off pipes, broken 
motorcycles, and worn-out people. 

The enduro, although not 
extremely difficult compared to most 
AMA D-37 enduros or to National 
Enduros, was a challenging „family 
enduro. 

Even the first loop, billed for 
children and women, was harder than 
average, with soft, silty sand washes 
that taxed eight-year-olds on YZ80 
Yamahas and other small-wheeled 
machines to the limits. Wisely, SRA 
did not award any penalty points for 
late riders on the first loop, so fathers 
and group leaders could shepherd in 
children and inexperienced enduroists 
without paying a heavy time penalty. 
The dust was;the biggest first-loop 
challenge, but there was a wide-open 
paved road included in the loop to 
allow for- making up time. 
Experienced riders who stayed on the 
course and didn't worry about the first 
loop time had it easy. 


The second was a hard, challenging 
family enduro loop. The entire 37 
miles of the second loop seemed to. go 
up one soft, rutted, rock-strewn ridge- 
hill and down another, including some 
very silty, slippery, tricky downhills, 
sometimes so steep that riders couldn't 
see the bottom from the top. A giant 
bottleneck developed in one rocky, 
uphill, narrow, silty canyon, but riders 
who disregard protocol and politeness 
and went for it, struggling, shoving, 
and using others for traction could 
make it through and get back on time 
before the next check. More bottle- 
necks developed in less-difficult, less 
steep, but still hard, uphill canyons, 
but all it took to make it was (on a 175) 


keeping the revs screaming, jumping 


off and pushing when slowed by other. 
riders, and lots of determination. Men 
оп, ТТ500 Yamahas proved un- 
stoppable, shouldering through the 
crowds and up the canyons while 
sitting on the seat, smiling, unmoved. 

A beer stop, where free beer was 


-handed out to riders by an official 


х 
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average, though easy here. 


SRA saloon, heralded the start of a .6- 
mile free section with 15 minutes 
allowed for it. It was plenty to make 
up lost time. 

For some riders, the beer stop, just 
10 miles from the finish, signaled the 
start of the worst to come. ‘It seems 
there was a very steep, uphill ridge to 
climb. It was littered with stalled 
riders, and a flat rock outcropping 
about five feet across punctuated the 
usual silt, loose rocks, and shale. The 
approach seemed simple enough `= 
wide-open.in second" gear, crotch on 
the steering head. By the time the solid 
rock was reached, it was wide open in 
first, and sky-shot time. To avoid 
looping it, it was off the gas and bog, 
and that’s all there was. 

Several "smart" riders thought-they 
saw an easier alternative in a'sand 
wash in a gully adjacent to the ridge. 
They ended up stuck about 150 feet 
from the top in the narrow canyon 
that the wash led into, and it took the 
efforts of. five enduroists and Ron 
Vincellette of SRA to remove the bikes 
up to the top. Vincellette single: 
handedly rode out a 250 Yamaha and 
a Can-Am, while enduroist Ron Rigler 

an hour after arriving in the canyon 
— rode up a Triumph 650 (alone), an 
MR175 Honda, and a stock DT175 
(with assistance). 

It was a “tough family enduro" 
because of the uphill pushing and 
bottlenecks, and a “challenging family 
enduro” in the downhill department. 

On a TT500, it would have been a 
piece of cake. š е

UEA wins CRC Candy Ass

California Racing Club's (CRC) Candy Ass 
Enduro has been a popular event for the last 
four years, partly due to the club challenge. 
CRC offers a huge five foot trophy to the best 


club at the enduro. Each club can 
enter one or more 15 man teams with 
the ten best enduro scores counting 
towards the championship. In 
addition, CRC runs a "special test" for 
the club teams after the enduro. Each 
team runs a course and their time is 
taken when the tenth rider crosses the 
finishing line. Special tests in previous 
years were pretty tough as they had a 
couple of very challenging uphills 
included. This year's test was shorter 
and was totally in view of the pits, 
allowing for spectating. The crowd 
loved it. 

Club teams were split five to a 
minute and started in alternating 
rows. At 8:01 a.m. the first five man 
team left the line and embarked on the 
great club challenge. The first loop 
was mildly challenging, just about 
right for a family enduro. It was easily 
zeroed by the better riders and the 
minis had to really hustle in a couple 
of sections to stay on time. They 
weren't cruising along, bored. The 
second. loop was an entirely different 
story. The schedule read 24 mph, 30 
mph and back to 24 mph. Riders 
familiar with the area suspected CRC 
was heading them into the tight rocky 
areas in the hills south of the pit area 
~ which was absolutely right. The 30 
mph section had most riders down on 
points when they hit the first check. 
Only John Townsend (KTM) of AAA 
Cycle zeroed it. Things didn’t let up. 
The terrain got tighter even though 
the average “dropped” to 24 mph. The 
next check had all the good riders 
down a minimum of three minutes 
late. It wasn’t really tough terrain, just 
extremely tight canyons, washes and 
rocky trails. Finally the average 
dropped to 18 mph and the course let 





out into the open desert. The hot shoes 
were able to get back on time. Another 
check was waiting but this one caught 
many of the fast guys early!

Martin Maeding, on a new Butaco 
that he says he's enjoyed "ever since 
they dropped the prices," led the fast 
group, numbering 25, briskly through 
desert daisy trails until this racer pace 
flattened a front tire and we caught up 
with his dust. 


The medium group; about eleven in 
number, was led by Gil Drury on his 
new Honda "duoshock." Both groups 
arrived at the petroglyph site, the red 
basalt core of a dead volcano, at the 
same time. The trail ride was 25 miles 
from Soggy to the Indian signs. 


Maeding told the riders about the 
Mojave Indians, a fierce: tribe who 
killed anyone they met, and used to 
run-not-walk all over this desert from 
the Colorado River to the San 
Bernardino Mountain range. Their 
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drawings, scratched here on the 
scorched, flat stone, depict life as it 
must have been 5,000 years ago. 

The riders on this first "MORE 
Bikepacking” trailride straddled 
almost every imaginable type of 
motorcycle. The Bureau of Land 
Management has decided to reveal its 
desert art treasures to bikers, in hopes 
that we'll scare away thieves who've 
carted off tons of petroglyphs recently.

Golden State Series Final MX: Jones, 
Turner, and Mosier take titles

HELVETIA, CA. FEB 12-13 


Bobby Jones, Honda rider from Fillmore, went 
into this last race of the CMC Golden State 
Series fifth in the standings, but came out first. 
The day's overall winnings and the series bonus 


made a total of $700 for his day's 
efforts. The 16 year old Jones won the 
125cc title with two second place 
finishes, over Danny Turner’s first and 
third, by the "second moto tie- 
breaker” rule. 

Whittier’s Ron Turner (FMF) 
twisted his ankle in his 125 qualifier 
but went on riding. He had to finish 
both motos of the 250 class in eighth 
place or better to maintain his top spot 
in the standings for the series $500 
bonus. He came out third overall for 
the day and number one 250 rider for 

. the series. 

Gaylon Mosier, of team Maico, had 

the series pretty well cinched without 


even riding the final. Rick Salmon, : 


also a Maico rider, was the only one 
who had a chance. If Salmon won 
‘today, he would tie Mosier in points, 
but take the series overall win for 
having ridden all three races. 
However, he only managed a third 





overall, so absént Mosier got the Open 
title. (Mosier had taken firsts at 
Sacramento OHV Park, January 23, 
and at Saddleback Park, January 30.) 

After the 125 class qualified down to 
30 riders, the Open Pros ran their first 
moto. Gary Ogden (FMF) hole-shot 
and led most of the first half of the 30 
minute moto. Val Tamietti, then Rick 
Salmon, both on Maicos, stayed in 
close. Scott Gillman, riding a “box 
stock” newly-released Yamaha 400 for 
Yamaha International, was on his way 
into the picture when he killed his 
engine after sliding out, and lost a 
little yardage. He was soon back, 
racing with Salmon, eventually getting 
by to pressure Ogden. Gillman 
horsepowered by Ogden on the 
straight but didn't run away from him. 
Tamietti had been tailing Salmon and 
got around about half-time. Ogden 
put out a last ditch effort in the white 
flag lap, trying .for the win, but 








looking like he had suspension trouble. 
He was close, but still second at the 
finish. 

Salmon had a sizeable lead going for 
him in the second moto before 
Gillman worked his way up to take 
over. Tamietti was running third, and 
Tom Bass (Bul) had taken Ogden for 
fourth. Then Ogden overshot a berm 
and came up hurting. Gillman coasted 
across the finish. Tamietti had taken 
second leaving Salmon third. The best 
racing was for fourth between Jeff Loff 
(Mai) and Richie Collins (KTM), who 
finished in that order. 
` Danny “Magoo” Chandler, riding a 
KTM out of Woodland Sports Center, 
cleaned the 250 class with two 
runaway wins. At the first, and again 
at the second race of thé series, the 
Forest Hill rider crashed. When asked 
why he has the reputation of either 
winning or crashing, he replied, “I 
know what I want, and I go all-out to 
get it...and sometimes I crash, 
trying too hard.” 

In the first 250 moto, once Magoo 
had established his gigantic lead, all 
heads turned to Mike Bell (Yam) and 
Ron Turner battling for second, 
Turner, with a hurt ankle and a good 
chance at the series win, gave up the 
fight and accepted third. Mike 
Hersman.of San Pablo, riding for J&K 
Cycle Inn of Richmond (Hus) took the 
fourth. It was after this race that Ron 
Turner added to his injuries by being 
run over in the pit area. 

Bell was“ the first rider out of the 
chute but Magoo was right on top of 
him in the second moto. Turner was 
third while Jack .Keese (Bul) and 
Hersman were dicing for fourth. 
Hersman crashed, and Magoo was 
already out of sight: of second place 
Bell. Bell and Turner -swapped 
positions several times before Bell got 
on the gas and. went away. Keese 


"moved in to challenge Turner for 


third, and took it. Turner's fourth was 
still good enough for third overall and 
for the series win. 

The 125 motos had to be the most 
exciting races of the day, with the 
words "absolutely incredible" echoing 
through the spectator areas. Danny 
Turner, the local favorite, who had 
"cut his teeth" on this track several 
years ago, looked like a lost cause after 
high-centering on a downed bike off 
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the start of the first moto. He was dead 
last when he got going, but passed 13 
riders in the first lap and continued 
passing. 

Meanwhile Ron Turner was 
leading, then was overtaken by 
Warren Reid on a "sorta stock" Honda 
(filling in for his Type 2 that DNFed 
practice). When Danny Turner 
overtook Bobby Jones to move into 
second he was 1216 seconds behind 
Reid. Turner closed the gap to nine 
seconds and had scant chance at 
catching Reid, when in the last lap, 
Reid's "more or less" production 
engine threw a rod (and with it $7001). 
Danny Turner had won, passing 29 
other riders on the way. 

The second moto blasted off with 
about. 18 riders ahead of Danny 
Turner. Ron Turner had the lead with 
Jones running. second. Dave Taylor 
(Yam) got into the act, and the three 
leaders put on quite a place-swapping 
show. They were all airborne together 
off the jumps, sticking together as 
though glued. As one may guess, 
Danny Turner was on the gas and 
getting closer. Crashing and 
remounting he continued the chase. 

Things were beginning to happen 
with the front runners. Jones’ engine 
stalled briefly and after he got back in 
he moved up on Ron Turner, bumped 
Turner's rear tire and nearly 
highsided. Yet all three were still 
swapping spots. With three laps left, 
Danny Turner was applying pressure 
to Jones, giving Ron Turner a chance 
to get away. Jones hung in there in 
second, for $700 was at stake. No one 
was watching first place Ron Turner; 
all eyes were on Bobby Jones' efforts to 
keep Danny Turner behind him. Jones 
succeeded, although at one point 
Turner had been up on Jones' rear tire 
heavy enough to break the fender!
